Angeles and who, himself lives 
in Inglewood, demonstrated the 
abrasive nature of diatomaceous 
earth and its effect on human 
breathing. He claimed that the 
mining operation would be det­ 
rimental to the health of resi­ 
dents whether the earth were 
mined in the dry or wet state. 

X-Rayn
Reference was also made to 

an article in the January, 1952, 
edition of "Search" in which the 
results of a long study regard­ 
ing the effects of diatomaceous 
industries on the health of resi­ 
dents were published. Studies 
in Lompoc indicated that of 700 
adults x-rayed, "there were 
those which indicated an ex­ 
posure to industrial dust, among 
people who had simply lived 
near the mine."

The South Bay honvown- 
ers went on record that they 
did not mind tho residential 
development of the area, but 
they objected to having a 
mime In the middle of it.
Great issue was taken with 

these cjaims by the spokesman 
for Great Lakes Carbon corpo­ 
ration.

No More Than 20 Years
The best estimates they have 

been able to obtain through ex­ 
perts indicate that the Lompoc 
mine can remain active only 
for 20-30 more years, thus mak­ 
ing the acquisition of a new 
site highly necessary because 
qf the valuable and rare nature 
of the material, it was claimed.

The corporation also dis­ 
claimed all health hazard 
charges saying that the mined 
material was In no wise detri­ 
mental from a health stand­ 
point. If it Were, it was said, 
such a mine would never be 
approved by the county health 
supervisor as it has.

The only time the health 
could be jeopardized is when 
the earth is processed in the 
plant. This, however, is an en­ 
tirely different operation from 
the mining and the only ones 
affected are workers in the 
plant. They wear protective 
masks and it was claimed that 
this automatically did away 
with any health problem even 
in the plant.

No Dust
The fact that diatomaceous 

earth in its natural state is full 
of moisture was used as a coun­ 
ter-argument to the smog men­ 
ace. Reference was made to 
the Crenshaw cut which has 
lain exposed for one and a half 
years. More dust rises from 
a plowed field than from this 
cut, it was said.

Great Lakes maintained that 
it would not invest the amount 
of money which it did if it were 
not anxious to be "a good 
neighbor" and stay within the 
law. If it violated the law, it 
could be shut down immediate­ 
ly, it was said.

While the homeowners 
charged that there was no real 
commitment on the part of 
Great Lakes to develop the 
area residentially though it 
"promised" to do so, Great 
Lakes stated that it would be 
foolish to buy all this land 
without thinking of developing 
it.

Support for both sides came 
from many sources within the 
last few weeks.

AFL
A letter was recently re- 

cicved by the Torrance City 
ouncil from DC No. 5 Inter­ 

national Chemical Workers 
Union, AFL, favorJng the mine. 
The letter called the area a 
smog free area and welcomed 
ts residential development In a 
price rajjge which could be af- 
'orded by working people.

The city also received a letter 
from the Pacific Homeowners' 
Association which asked that 
he city send a resolution to 
he Board of Supervisors ask- 
ng that a mining permit be 

denied. Councilman Victor Ben- 
stead's motion to that effect 
was unanimously adopted.

Previously, City Manager 
jeorge Stevens protested the 
section of a mine in a letter to 
he County Board of Super­ 

visors.
